him a fum of money out of the finking 
fund. . 

March 18, 1742, The Bank agreed to lend 
the government 1,600,c00/. without intereft, 
for a prolongation of their term for 21 years, 
from Augu/t 1743. 

March 23, A metion was made in the houfe 
of commons, * That a committee be appoint- 
© ed to inquire into the conduct of Ravert Earl 
of Orford, during the laft ez years of his 
being firft commifhoner of the treafury, and 
chancellor and under treafurer of his Majef- 
ty’s Exchequer ;) which motion was upon a 
divifion agreed to by 252 to 245; after which 
it wag agreed, that it fhould be a feleét and fe- 
Cret committee, that it fhould confift of 21, 
and that they fhould be cholen by baliot. 

After they were chofen, the houfe ordered 
that five fhou.d be a quorum; that they fhould 
haye power to fend for perfons, papers and re- 
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cords, and to examine in the moft folemn 
manner. 

April 1, His Majefty fent a meflage to the 
houfe of commons, and another to the houfe 
of lords, fignifying, * That as the late events 
‘ in favour of the Queen of Huxgary, afford- 
© ed areafonable proipect of fuccefs ; his Ma- 
jefty hoped, that they would grant him fuch 
a fupply and fupport, as might enable him 
to concert fuch meatures, and form fuch al- 
liances, as might be neceflary for attaining 
thofe defirable ends, which they had in to 
particular a manner recommended to him;’ 
and both houfes by their refolutions fhewed 
themfelves ready to anfwer his Majefty’s hopes, 
in confirmation of the old proverb, * Help 
* yourtelf, and all your friends will help you.’ 
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April 10, We had advice from the W2/7-Ln- 


dies, that commodore Axufon, who had been 
given over for loft, had doubled Cape Horn, 
and was then in the South-Sea with two men 
of war. 

April 16, Vice-admiral Matthews, who had 
been reftored ‘to his rank in the navy, and ap- 
pointed commander in chief of the {quadran in 
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uie Mediterranean, failed with feven fhips of 
the line from Paort/mouth. 

May 6, Was tought the battle of Cza/low 
between the 4u/frian arm, commanded by 
Prince Charles of Lorrain, and the Prujfian 
army under the command of their King; in 
which the Pra uffians Kept the field of ees ‘but 
neither fide had much reafon to boatt of victo- 
ry; ani it was followed by a treaty of peace, 
conclu: led between thole two powers at Bref- 
lau, AZay 31, which foon after brought on a 
peace between the Auffrians and Saxons. 

iiiay 13, A report having been made to the 
houle of commons, from theit fecret commit< 
tee, by the Lord Limerick, who had been cho- 
jen their chairman, a bill was ordered, and af- 
terwards brought in and pafied by that houte, 
for indemnifying fuch perfons as thould, upon 
examination, make dilcoveries concerning any 
matters, rclating to the conduct of Robert Earl 
of Orford; but | upon the 25th, it was rejected 
by the houfe of lords. 

June 16, His Majefty went to the Houfe of 
peers, and gave the royal aflent to the Bans 
contract bill, an act for granting 8co,oo0/, to 
be railed by anouities, an act to exclude certain 
officers from being members of the houie of 
commons, &c. 

May 26, Diced Sir Robert Gr gd fchall, 
mayor of London, and one of its reprefentae 
lives in parliarnent. George Heathcote, Eiq; 
was chofen lord-Mayor, and William Calvert, 
Eig; reprefentative in his room. 

“uly 15, His Majefty went to the houfe of 
peers, and after giving the royal aflent to the 
act for laying a duty on French cambricks, 
and giving a bounty upon Sriti/> and [rib \in- 
mens exported ;—-an act for warehouling rum 
Imported ;—an act for regulating the plantation 
traie ;—an act to prevent the marriage of lu- 

aticks, ce. His Majeity concluded the feffi- 
cn with a moft gracious fpeech, in which he 
told them, ‘ That the many late happy events 
were, under God, chiely owing to the ge- 
nerous“afliftance afforded by this nation, to 
its antient and natural allies: and that if the 
further fup ort and defence of the Queen of

7 5 i Paffion makes greater Devaftations 

in the World than Jealoufy, fo it will not 
be amifs to confider its Rife and Progrefs; the 
Means by which it is blown to a Flame, and 
natural Confequences. Whether this Paffion 
rages moft in the Breaits of Men or Women is 
immaterial; it has more frequently difcovered 
itfelfamong the Men, and the Acts of Violence 
which have bcen derived from it have generally 
been perpetrated by them. It is impeflivle to be 
jealous of one for whom we have no Paflion ; if 
a Man once can be indifferent as to the Wife of 
his Bofom, his Anxiety to preferve her Af- 
fections ina great meafure abates, and it gives 
him but littlke Trouble whoever poflefles her 
Heart, or whoever can be free with her Perfon. 
Jealoufy certainly has its Foundation in the Love 
of the Object we are difpofed to fufpect, though 
our Pride at the fame Time is called in to ratie 
it, for we can no more bear the Afcendency of 
a Rival, than the Alienation of a Woman’s 
Heart. The Principles of Pride and Selfifhnets 
often produce the Paflion of Jealouly ; he who 
imagines himfelf the beft accomplifhed Man in 
the World will be excited to Fury, if his Wife 
prefumes to place any other in Competition with 
him; and he who has a mean Soul, and fancies 
that every complaifant Look, every good na- 
tur’d Smile, every endearing Blandifhment 
which is not direéted to him, is proftituted, will 
naturally be jealous, and cannot bear that his 
Wife fhould be agreeable to any but himielf. 
A Man of fo felfifh a Difpofition, fo mean a 
Nature, is born to be the Tyrant of the Sex ; 
and if the beauteous Partner of his Bed fhould 
think of him with Contempt, and give away 
her Heart to another, itis but the Punifhment 
he deferves, and naturally flows trom_ his 
Behaviour. 

In all Stations of Life the Paflion of Jealoufy 
©perates alike, it rages with as much Fury in the 
Peafant as the Monarch; and whoever ts plung- 
ed into the fiery Lake, needs no other Anuci- 
pation of thofe inexpreflible ‘Tortures which the 
Guilty are doomed to bear in another World. 
This is the Hydra of Calamities 5 this is the Paf- 


fion, as the Poet expreffes it which harrows up 
the Soul; and never can be exceeded but by the 


Yellings of Damnation. Shakefpear, who has 
exhaufted the Paflion in the Words of my 
Motto, has beautifully obferved, 





That Trifles light as Air,

A jealous Man is naturally credulous, he watches 
every Motion of the Perfon he fufpeéts, and he 
conitrues every innocent Freedom into a Defire 
of torturing him; and while he is thus torn to 
Pieces with the Sufpicions of his Heart, the leaft 
Report, the moft vague Reprefentation of his 
Wife’s Infidelity hurries him on to Excefs; and 
though he doats on her to Diftraétion, he can 
embrue his Hands in her Blood. 

The Caufe of Jealoufy in Men, if I am not 
much miftaken, chiefly takes its Rife from Igno- 
rance of the Fair Sex. Natural to Women isa 
Defire of pleafing, a Defire too of pleafing more 
Men than one; they live but for Admiration, 
and there never was a Woman foextreamly ugly 
but was happy in the Thought of having fome 
who figh’d for her; and that Hufband is mifera- 
bly deceived who imagines as foon as he has in- 
troduced a Lady iato the matrimonial State, that 
from that Moment fhe ceafes to be a Wo- 
man, orin other Words, to pant for Admiration. 
No; every Weman is more or lefs a Coquette ; 
and thofe Airs of Youth with which fhe wasac- 
cuftomed to gain Lovers, will never altogether 
Jeave her till the Wrinkle of old Age and [nfir- 
mity begin to mark her Forehead. If a Defire 
of Admiration then is fo natural to the Ladies, 
this Defire is fomething very diltinct from an Ap- 
petite of Lewdnefs: How many a blooming 
Wife, who prattifes.every Art, and difplays e- 
very Grace to fix the Eyes of the Circle upon 
her, andto fet every Heart a fluttering, never 
once dreamed of difhonouring her Hufband’s 
Bed, or felt any other Emotion during her Gal- 
lantry, than the innocent Pleature of being taken 
Notice of ? In fuch a Cafe the Hufband has but 
One Part to play, which will never fail:of fuc- 
ceeding ; and that Is, to join the Throng, and 
be foremoft in the Circle of Adorers ; this Me- 
thod will bind his Lady’s Affections ftill ttronger 
to him, for he pays her a Compliment more 
ftriking than the other Admirers: ‘They can be 
fuppofed to admire Beauty which only moves at 
hirft Sight, and commands Applaufe; but he who 
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has revelled in the Poffeflion of that Beauty ftill 
to admire, is an Argument that it is too bright 
to fade even in the Eye of a Hufband, and that 
the Accomplifhments of her Mind are as pre- 
vailing as thofe of her Perfon. Another Caufe 
of Jealoufy is, that as foon as a Lover once 
gets Pofieflion of his Miftrefs’s Perfon by Ma- 
trimony, he is carefui to keep her from Inter- 
views with her old Gallants; this Reftraint but 
railes her Defire to fee them ; for it is not tobe 
fuppofed that any Lady has trod the Paths of 
Youth and Beauty without meeting with more 
Men than one fhe would chufe to converte 
with; and her Hufband fhould think himfelf 
happy in her having felected him out of the 
Number, and ought by no Means to debar her 
from thofe who were fecondary Favourites: If 
fhe fhould violate this Reftraint laid upon her, 
and fometimes fteal an Interview with a former 
Lover, from no Matives of Wantonnefs, but 
Friendfhip only, then is the Spark of Jealoufy 
kindled, the Hufband is fired with Refentment, 
and imagines her Affections are ftill ftraying on 
thofe Admirers, to conqucr whom he had for- 
merly found no {mall Difficulty. ‘The Caufes 
of Jealoufy are as various as the Tempers of 
Men ; fome furly Natures will conftrue a Smile 
into Contempt for them, and fome fprightly 
Geniuffes have had this Paffion kindled, by a 
referved or grave Behaviour in their Wives. 
Complaifance has fometimes created Jealoufy 
in Husbands, who were con{cious that none 
was due to them, and that it was only paid to 
blind them; and want of Complaifance has 
produced it in other Hufbands, who fancied 
they had a Right toit, but that it was referved 
for a greater Favourite. From _ whatever 
Caufes it may arife, every Man fhould be care- 
ful to refift the firft Attack, to call in Reafon to 
his Affittance, and not fuffer himfelf to doubt 
his Wife’s Honour, while her Behaviour is con- 
fiftent with Delicacy and good Manners: He 
fhould fecure her Gratitude by Tendernefs, en- 
gage her Love by Complaifance, and footh her 
Vanity by Admiration.

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Reflections on the Crime of Self-Murder. 


T is a melancholy confideration that our 
news-papers fhould every day prefent us 
with accounts of thofe who have thought fit to 


placed his cannon againft felf-murder. 
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offer impious violence to the firft and leading 
law of Self-Prefervation, as well as the laws of 
religion and their country. Iknow not how to 
account for the great increafe of Self-Murderers 
amongft us. Is it that there is more calamity 
in cur nation than formerly ? Are the means of 
comfort more difficult to be arrived at? Are 
men become lefs merciful to the indigent of 
their fpecies; or are our paflions become lefs 
governable than they were? It is difficult to 
{ay how far either of thefe caufes prevail; one 
thing is certain, that no diftrefs, even the bit- 
tereit that man can fuffer, is fufficient to war- 
rant a violation of his life. Itis true, indeed, 
when a man groans under the heavy preflures of 
poverty; when his days are clouded with dif- 
eafe ; when he is obliged to tafte the bitter cup 
of the world’s cruelty, and bear, as Shake/pear 
fays, the proud man’s contumely and the infolence 
of office, he is apt to cry out in the words of 
that great poet, O that the Almighty had ic: 
But how- 
ever he may be excited to wifh himfelf ftript of 
a Being that’s miferable, it by no means fol- 
lows, that he has a right to lay down a life he 
did not give himfelf, and which he is com- 
manded to bear till the Author of his nature calls 
for it.— To what purpofe are we fent into this 
world, but to act a part in it fuitable to the 
Sphere afligned us by the ruler of human affairs; 
and if we fend ourfelves out of being, before our 
tafk is finifhed, we behave as ridiculoufly as that 
actor would do, who fhould quit the ftage in 
the firft act, when he knew that his part was 
caft to continue till the laft.—Should it fo fall 
out that his part is grievous to him, if he ima- 
gines he could perform another better; and if 
he has juft reafon to believe that his talents 
might be employed to higher advantage, yeta 
man of honour even in this cafe will not relin- 
quifh his poft; but after ufing all natural and 
lawful efforts to rife in the drama, will wait 
with patience tillan ‘opportunity occurs of dif- 
tinguifhing himifelf, and moving in a more e- 
minent fphere.—But abftra€ted from thele con- 
fiderations of expediency, which perhapsare not 
powerful enough to work upon fullen natures, 
let it be reflected on, that he who kills himfelf 
is expofed by this offence to the immediate dif- 
pleafure of his Maker; and what is yet more 
ane in this cafe, the crime which he now 

perpetrates gains no time for repentance. 
The murderer lifts his hand againft his own 
exiftence ; he braves his maker by an impious 
aflaflination ; 
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affafination ; he plunges into another life, and 
with all his crimes about him, and this laft the 
moft enormous; he enters into the prefence of 
a Being eternally diftant from impurity, who 
muft punifh fo awful an offence, and fend him 
to perdition, there to bewail his paft offences ; 
to wifh a thoufand times for that life which he 
but juft deprived himfelf of, with this heighten’d 
circumftance of mifery, that he muft ftill with 
in vain. Can any thing be more alarming to 
the foul than the thoughts of fuch a condemna- 
tion from the Almighty, when enraged omni- 
potence fhall blow the unquenchable flame, 
and the juftice of the Divinity is interefted to 
punifh fuch an offence, with all the rigour 
that is confiftent with that attribute of his na- 
ture. 

If confiderations of this fort will not awaken 
thofe who think, and who have any fenfe or 
traces of religion in their foul, I know not 
what will: And as fure as we now exift, fo 
certain is it, that God will demonttrate his fe- 
vere difpleafure againft fuch offenders; but the 
lofs is, that few amongft us are influenced by 
any fuch principles, and moft part are in- 
fluenced by none: They have only a con- 
fcioufnefs of pain and pleafure, and when they 
find pain predominate, they fall upon an ex- 
pedient to avoid it, by rufhing upon death, 
without ever reflecting in that fleep of death, 
what ills may come, which ought indeed ¢o 
give them pain. Many arguments might be 
advanced to fhew the abfurdity and impiety 
of fuicide; fuffer me to mention one, which I 
Imagine may have fome influence with thofe 
who are apt to value themfelves on their per- 
fonal bravery ; which is, that to commit fui- 
cide, is mean, ignoble cowardice, Addi/on 
hnely obferves, that to fly from fufferings, is 
not half fo brave, as a refolution to bear them, 
to bear them like a man: and A4/ton diftin- 
euifhes the courage of our firft parent, in op- 
pofition to the cowardice of our genera! mo- 
ther, that the one was flying from her fuffer- 
‘ngs, and the other, bearing them as well as 
he could. ’Tis true, when we are afflicted, 
we mutt feel; and as Young has nobly ex- 
prefied it: . 

The blood will follow where the knife is driven ; 
The flefh wilt quiver, where the pincers tear: 
but then there is a higher part of us, which 
can ftill bear up againft all the evils that fe zs 
herr to, Should we be expofed to pain, the 
jevereit pain, what is the confequence? Our 
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nature will, at laft, yield to the infli€tions 


without any effort of ours; and if we fhould’ 


be marked out for fuffering, no more can be 
{faid, than this, that we are never punifhed be- 
yond what our provocations deferve ; and he 
who beft knows the frame and heart of man, 
will never counter-aét his wifdom, or inflict 
more than we are able, or than it is fit we 
fhould bear. 

We ought all to look upon life, as a jour- 
ney, which we muft travel ; and though thorny 
paths and inconvenient inns are to be met with 
in the way, yet they muft be fuffered, as they 
fall out in the nature of things, and are un- 
avoidable in that road which leads to the haven 
of reft. What would the world fay of a fol- 
dier who fhould defert his Prince’s fervice, in 
the times of trouble and rebellion, when de- 
vaftation and ruin were threatning, merely 
becaufe he muft undergo a winter’s campaign, 
and encounter all the rigours of the feafon in 
the caufe of his Prince and his country? Would 
not the world deem him a mean coward, a 
fordid difgraceful wretch; and would not fo- 
ciety banifh him with infamy from amongft 
them? Certainly it would. And can he be 
reckoned a wifer or a better man, who quits 
his poft in the warfare of life, who yields the 
caute of mankind, and is a traitor to exiftence ? 
no, he cannot fure. Would one then, who is 
doomed to fuffer, aét the part of a man; let 
him nobly bear it, a little while, and his iuf- 
ferings will ceafe, the ficrms of wintry time will 
guickly pafs, and one unbounded fpring incircle

The fatal Effeéts of wicked Policy. An Eaftern 


Tale. 


UHAMAR was one of the moft wife and 
fazacious Princes of his time: He had, 
from his earlift youth, with great ftudy and 
application, addrefled himfelf to confider what 
might poflibly be the confequences and refult 
of fuch and fuch actions: To fo reftleis and 
active a Genius as this, variety of fcenes and 
much bufinefs were requifite, nay, fuch was 
the temper of this Prince, that, for want of 
other employment, he fometimes entered into 
{chemes that were not ftrictly moral ; togratify 
this bufy difpofition, he frequently fat with his 
Judges 
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Judges in the courts of judicature: The great 
diverfity of fuits and caufes which were al- 
ways managed there, gave exquifite pleafure to 
this curious Prince. In fhort, he arrived at 
fuch incredible knowledge of men and things, 
that our hiftorian fays, it was many affirmed 
he was divinely enlightened. It appeared in 
one of thefe judicial humours one day, ° that 
he heard two malefa¢tors tried upon fuch a va- 
riety of the moft fubtle villanies, that it might 
e thought by any perfon of lefs penetration 
than he was, that no two men could have 
time, much lefs abilities, for the Performance 
of fuch things. Each fact was {co well fupport- 
ed. with evidence, and confirmed by circum- 
ftances againft them, that their guilt was as 
plain as certainty. During the whole procefs 
of the trial, our Prince looked upon them with 
great wonder and furprize, but, when he heard 
of locks, bolts, and doors flying open to them 
with a word, his furprize grew into amaze- 
ment; he then defired the judge, on fome tri- 
fling pretext, to defer their fentence; and, 
without communicating his defign to the judges, 
the fame night he ordered that both the prifo- 
ners fhould be privately conducted to his fera- 
glio. When the criminals were brought into 
the royal prefence, Buhamar inftead of charg- 
ing them with their guiit, fays, with a chear- 
ful countenance, Ye are the moft extraordina- 
ry men in the world, if thefe things be true 
‘which were advanced againft you this day ; to 
which one of the villains, falling on his face, 
replied, High and mighty Prince, as nothing 
but truth fhould approach the ear of majetty, 
we, the moft unworthy of thy flaves, do con- 
fefs our guilt, and implore thy royal clemency : 
Upon which the Prince enquired what their 
profeffions were; to which he was anfwered, 
that one was an architect, and the other a 
fiith ; thatthey were fo mutuaily aflfiftant to 
each other in the carrying on their defigns, 
that they could do nothing but in conjunction. 
Buhamar then told them, thatthey could not 
be infenfible that their lives were forfeited to 
juitice for their offences ; but that he, through 
his princely favour, would not only conde- 
icend to forgive them, but would promote them 
to great honours and wealth, if they would 
faithfully and fincerely difcharge a commifli- 
on with which he defigned to entruft them, on 
their folemn promife of faith, zeal, and fecrecy 
to his majefty’s commands. He produced a 
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fmall book, where there were the plans of 
feveral great and eminent buildings, among 
which was that of the Haram of iipahan, which 
was the palace of Schah-Abbas the Great, then 
Sophi of Perfia. Buhamar enquired from the 
architect, whether he knew what ftruéture 
that was; to which he readily anfwered, it is 
the Haram of Iipahan ; I was employed up- 
wards of twenty years about this palace. The 
Prince, then pointing to a {mall turret in one 
of the gardens, enquiring what building that 
was ; the architect told him, it was a retiring 
chamber, where the grand Sophiand Achmet 
Doulet, or Prime Minifter, privately confered. 
Says the Privce, Will you engage to drop a 
pacquet into this place? I will reward you ac- 
cording to my promife and veyond your de- 
fire. On his afiuring the Prince that he would, 
with the afhittance of his companion, they ac- 
cordingly that night received their commiflion 
together with a large fum of money. This 
was a letter wrote with the king’s own hand, 
addrefled to the Achmet Doulet, ith which; 
among many other acknowledgments for Fa- 
vours received, he particularly thanks him for 
the friendly care he took of him in difappoint- 
ing the Sophi, his matter, from fending h's 
armies that year into his territories; and, by 
way of poftcript, fubjoins a draught on Itatah 
the Jew, lapidary at Ifpahan, for jewels to the 
amount of 40,0c0 fequins cf gold; this he call- 
eda fmall earneft of his gratuity. The two 
meflengers, having received their inftructions, 
inftantly fet out for the court of the Schah 
Abbas, where with much money, great promifes 
and infinite cunning, they at laft had accefs to 
the turret, and having difpofed of their letter, 
according to their directions, which was to drop 
iton the Hoor, asif it had accidentally fell from 
fome Perfon, they then retired. Not long af- 
ter, the Sophi fends to the chief eunuch, to 
Jet him know, that he intended to give the 
Achmet Doulet a meeting in the turret that 
evening, on fome matiers of ftate; the chief 
eunuch, who had charge of the turret, imme- 
diately went to prepare for his matter’s coming 3; 
he calt his eye upon the pacquet, which when 
he took up, and faw that the feais were bro- 
ken, his curiofity incited him to lock farther ; 
but how great was his aftonifhment when he 
read the contents! and either his fidelity to 
his mafter, or his jealoufy of the Achmet 
Doulet’s greatnels, determined him to reveal 
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the fatal fecret to the Sophi. Great were the 
agitations and perplexities of the good King 
en this occafion. Can this, cries he, can this 
be to my Achmet Doulet, to my faithful Ach- 
met Doulet, the public proietled Enemy of 
that flave Buhamar? In this cilemma, he re- 
folves to feign fome occaiion to fend the Ach- 
met out of the way, and in the mean to con- 
fult with his graveft Counfe‘lors what was moft 
proper to be done under thefe circumitances. 
The Council! were divided; fome of them told 
the King, that this could be no other than a 
politic fcheme of the crafty Buhamar, to re- 
move the Achmet Doulet from about the 
King’s perfon; it was at latt agrced upon, that 
the draught fhould be feparated from the body 
of the letter, and fent to the Jew for accept- 
ance ; which when the Jew faw, he ordered it 
immediately to be paid, either in money, or 
jewels, and the Achmet Doulet was adjudged 
guilty. The inraged Sophi fends his guards 
immediately to execute the unfortunate but 
innocent Achmet Doulet, together with his 
wives and children; his houfe was razed to the 
Ground, branded with infamy, and converted 
to a Dunghill. Thus fell difhonoured and a- 
bufed Achmet Doulet, whofe principal guilt 
was fidelity to his matter. If Buhamar’s gold 
could have prevailed over his Integrity, he 
might have lived without.fhame, tho’ not 
without guilt. “Chis melancholy tragedy when 
related to the crafty Buhamar, by his fubtle 
emiflaries, he replied, This was fo glorious an 
action, that, if you live any longer, I am a- 
fraid you will tarnifh the merit of it, by fome 
new crimes, and therefore ordered them imme- 
diately to be ftrangled. 





REFLECTIONS on AMBITION, 


Would rather be the Lord of this little village 
than the fecond Mon in Rome, was the Ob- 
fervation of Fulius Ca/sar, in paffing by a {mall 
town in Geu/, when one afked him, if in fo 
inconfideradle a place there was any commo- 
tion about the election of their magiftrates?— 
Thefe expreffions of the Roman Hero, which 
cropt from him unawares, give Pofterity a bet- 
ter view of his real character than all his victo- 
ries ard triumphs;—they fpeak a foul full of 
Ambition, unable to bear an equal; and a 
tnind fo fortified with that principle, as to fpurn 


at all oppofition, and rife to empire thro’ the 
flaughter of nations. 

It muft be owned, that ambition and fuccefs 
were never more happily united, than in the 
fortune and character of Ce/ar; he was the 
foldier, the ftate{man, and the gentleman : 
when at the head of his armies, he fhone the 
foremoft captain, and if the legions had had a 
right to chufe their general, they would have 
pitched upon Ce/ar. When on the throne 
of the empire he was fuperior to every fena- 
tor ; and when retired into his clofet, and ftript 
of his imperial badges, he was the politeft, beft 
accomplifh’d companion: he knew how to 
miake that conquer’d world love him. 

From the confideration of Ca/ar’s Ambi- 
tion, which feems to have been more bound- 
leis than any other man’s, of which hiftory 
has given account, I am naturally led to the 
contemplation of that Principle, which, in a 
certain degree, reigns in the bieaft of almoft 
every man. 

What but Ambition, or a defire of being 
diftinguifhed, makes the plodding fage turn o- 
ver the volumes of antiquity, and bend his 
whole foul in the purfuit of fome darling ftudy ! 
he propofes to accomplifh his defign, and to 
produce in life the confequence of his deep re- 
fearches. What but Ambition fires the breaft 
of the foldier! for this he leaves the recefles of 
eafe and luxury, or the inviting {cenes of vari- 
ed pleafure, to rifk his fortune in the field, and 
perhaps to bleed on the bed of honour, in con- 
fequence of his ftation, What but Ambition 
animates the merchant to truft to the uncer- 
tainty of the waves, and the .viciflitudes of 
weather, the whole of which he is pofleffed ! 
The lawyer for this drudges many years in the 
dry refearch of ancient records; he confines 
himfelf to the moft unpleafing ftudy, in hopes 
of one day fhining at the bar. And this very 
principle warms the heart of the poet, he 
wreaths laurels to adorn the brow of his mif- 
trefs, and to excite her fmiles; from the fame 
principle he raifes monuments to heroes ; and 
whatever depreflions he may at prefent labour 
under, yet his eye is fixed on immortality, in 
the records of fame, This divine enthufia{m 
teaches him to move the paflions, and to draw 
from beauty’s eye the tender tear of pity. 
Thro’ all the ranks of life, a love of riches, 
honours, or pleafures, have a prevailing influ- 
ence; and the beaux, belles, coquets, and frib- 
bles, have all their little aims, and are as ea- 
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cer in purfuit of their fairy trifles, as the moft 
exalted of the fpecies in the more general and 
dignified acquifitions. 

Ambition, like every other paflion that wakes 
the human breaft,’ muft be fubjected to the do- 
minion of reafon, otherwife it gains the afcen- 
dency ; and in place of being a motive to ani- 


mate us in the purfuit of what is honourable: 


and great, it deftroys the whole man, and ren- 
ders him a flave to its unruly influence. If we 
fuppofe this paflion to be duly checked by the 
authority of reafon, and the more awful con- 
fideration of religion, it is certainly one of the 
moft ufeful of which our nature is capable. We 
were fent into the world to do fomething ; 
every one is endowed. with peculiar talents and 
propenfions, which he ought to exert in the 
common caufe of mankind. The various wants 
to which we are expofed, and the different 
{tations affigned us to fil!, prove irrefiftably the 
abfolute neccflity of ation for the general good. 
If action then is effential for human fociety, 
it feems but reafonable that men fhould have 
iome principle implanted in them to pufh them 
onto it. This principle is ambition ; and that 
it may operate In its full force upon us, provi- 
dence has ordered different degrees.and ftations 
in this world: to be eminent by birth, to be 
the heir of opulence and grandeur, is indeed a 
happinefs; but at the fame time, as it is the 
conicquence of chance, and proceeding from no 
effort of our own, there is no great reafon to 
boait of it. The man who is born great, in 
the worldly fenie of the word, if he is poflefled 
ef abiliuesy if he has any intrinfic grandeur in 
iis nature, will ftruggle for eminence of an- 
other iort, than that which is conferred by a 
meer tile. He is blefs’d with innumerable 
advantages ; |e may profecute whatever {cience 
to which his propenfion leads him ; he has op- 
portunities of producing his accomplifhments. 
very early on the ftage of life; and I have 
always thought, that the heir of a title and a 
fortune, who Is entirely ob{cure, mutt be either 
vefpicable in his abiitics, or totally deftitute of 
the leaft {park cr Ambition.. Such a one may 
be indeed called in exi/lence, becaufe he moves 
upon the earth; but he cannot be called an 
acting being, for he lives to no purpofe. In 
inferior ftatsons, a laudable defire of rifting in 
life is a ftrong motive to activity. In a free 
country, fuch as ours, where every one is 
re{pected according to the influence which his 
ftation gives him, and where he may mix. with 
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the moft diftinguifhed ranks, ithout the impu- 
tation of rudenefs, this principle is of excellent 
fervice in pufhing a man forwards in the ad- 
vancement of his fortune. 

Who but a man meanly negligent, or ex- 
ceffively ftupid, would chufe to herd with the 
Jow-born vu'gar,. when by a vigorous effort he 
might raife himfelf to another fphere, and make 
fome figure in upper life. Hf in the beginning 
of a man’s buftling in the world he doves not 
fet out in this principle, if his a€tion is not kept 
alive and animated by hope, he wiil in all pro- 
bability defcend to the grave in the fame ob- 
feurity in which he was born, unnoticed and 
difregarded. 

Amongft men of ftudy and contemplation 
this paflion is of unfpeakable advantage. To 
what purpofe does a man read, cultivate and 
enlarge his underftanding, if he intends not ‘to 
communicate his. knowledge,. and diffufe the 
influence of it amongft thofe with whom he 
converfes ? But it is not fufficient that a man of 
erudition fhould delight or inftruct his favourites 
only ; the public have likewife a claim upon 
him, and if he is not altogether without Ambi- 
tion, he will not be uninfluenced by the voice 
of fame: every genius has a right to fuperior 
refpect, every man of parts ought to fhine; 
and if he fuffers his timidity or bafhfulnefs to 
prevent it, he betrays the caufe of wit, and is 
unworthy of thofe accomp'ifhmenis and gifts 
of nature which. he is pofiefied of. Ambition, 
then, in the view in which [ have now cor- 
fidered it, is the nobleft, the higheit principle ; 
it is calculated for humannature, and, if hi- 
ftory may be trufted,. almoft all actions of glory 
and deeds of renown have'been owing to li.

HE man who engages in a difhonourabie 
commerce with proftitutes, preferable to a: 
virtuous wife, will find himielf (the crime a- 
part) miftaken nineteen times in twenty; In 
vain muft he expect that fhe who has been 
falfe to her own honour will be true to him, 
or that fhe will not (as fhe bas not only a fe- 
perate, but an oppofite intereft to his) take 2it 
the advantaze of his fondnefs to feather her 
own neit, and meft commonly to keep an un- 
known gallant: but be fhe ever fo true, all his 
pleafures 
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pleafures muft be by ftealth; and if he has 
children, be can neither eujoy the pleafure of 
them, nor own them; and where his eftate is 
entaii’d, has it notin his power to provide for 
them. The only pretence for fo monitrous a 
conduét (for the expence of a mittrels is al- 
moft always greater than that of a wile) is, 
that they can fhake them off whenever they 
p'eafe, which daly experience proves to be 
filfe, and too many of them take care to get a 
fetlement equal to a jointure before they fur- 
render to their defires. 

But how extremely happy. on the contrary 
js that happy union of the two fexes, which 
was firft ordain’d by the all-wile Creator, when 
he declar’d it was not fit for man to be alone ; 
jecure in innocence,. and: the chafte embraces 
of a virtuous woman, who has no points to 
carry, no interefts to ferve,. but what conduce 
to their mutual happinefs ; who heightens eve- 
ry joy of profperity, and alleviates every mis- 
fortune our natures are fubject to; whole eve- 
ry care tends to render life eafy and comforta- 
ble, to improve his fortune, and give his chil- 
dren fuch an education as may render them the 
blefling of his youth, and the comfort and fup- 
port cf his old age; and if any mils of fo 
much happinefs (as fome undoubtedly. do) it is 
owing to their fetting out wrong, to their mar- 
rying for the fake of a fortune, without any 
regard to either the age, the temper or fitua- 
tion of Ive of the party with whom they en- 
gage, If the affection is mutual, and every 
thing Culy weizh’d before they engage, if no 
defects and vices (which were concealed during 
the couruhip) break out afterwards, there isaio 
cefcribing the exalted pleafure that attends that 
happy cendition, the wifeft of men having de- 
clard that the price of a. virtuous woman Is 
above rubies. 





The Reafonablenefs of Chriftianity, 


Tis our duty not only to worfhip the Deity 

as Well in private as in public, but to be well 
fatisced with the motives of fuch homage, to be 
acquainted with the Reaionaslenefs of Céri/ii- 
a/.ity in preference to other fyftems, and to be 
ready at ail times to give an anfwer to every 
man that ofketh a reafon of the bape that is in us, 
Nothing can be more irrational, than that for 
@ man to profefs a religion in which he has 
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been educated, without enquiring whether he 
is tafe in the practice of it; whether his mind 
has not been impofed upon ; whether it is rea- 
fonable to believe a thing, becauie it has been 
believed by his parents.. 

This unhappy difpofition of mind in many 
people, has partly given rife to that indifference 
to all religion, vulgarly called Dei/n. How 
often have I feen men of found parts and un- 
derftanding, foiled by the fubtle cavils of thofe 
who oppofe the chriffian faith. The misfor- 
tune is, that the dei//fs have made chri/lianity 
their fiudy, and vainly think that their reafon 
can furnifh them with arguments to attack it: 
Whie chrifians who have,not duly confidered 
their religion, and fo take it upon truft, are 
unable to defend it. In fact, the dei/?’s will be 
found to fight chriffianity with its own wea- 
pons; and chriflians, by not knowing how to 
ufe them, will be apt rather to itrengthen theie 
enemies caufe, than fupport their own. Such 
will always be the cafe, when our faith is ra- 
ther built upon the opinions of thofe, under 
whom we are educated; than upon the doc- 
trine of that /acred perfon whofe. faith we 
profefs. .

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The wif-t men in all ages have confefled 
this melancholy truth, that human teafon is but 
fhort and imperfect, unable of itelf to com- 
pleat any hun ian fcheme or contrivance, *T1s 
equally true, that reaton); as imperfectas it is, 
when duly ena d in the firft ages of the 
wotld, all along entided mankind to God’s fa- 
vour and protection. Men had the capacity 
of di fovering the mo fublime hein and It 
was all along in their power to have put that 
capacity in action for fhe | purpofes of wr ghee 
fuch a difcovery. But ho w prone are we to 
abufe our moral capacities, and to office the 
very firtt impreflions of the divine image! Here 
then is the fatal rock, upon which all our fhal- 
low reafoning 1s wreck’d The general cor- 
ruption of human nature obfcui ‘ed ‘human rea- 
fon, and reafon being obfcured, the capacity 
ftagnated for want of a fuperior afliltance. 
The Deity perceived the feeble efforts of the 
wileft heathens, tending to the diicovery of a 
future fate. He determined, that they fhould 
not be deftitute of proper helps to attain fuch 
knowledge, and to that end it pleafed him to 
enforee truth by convi¢tion.—The {mall num- 
ber of moral truths they were enabled to-difco- 
ver, they did not come home to their hearts 
with the full force of certainty: they found 
they were agreeable to the welfare of fociety, 
but little imagined that they were the laws of 
the Supreme ‘Being. Then did the Deity in- 
troduce the chriflian religion, fupported by 
powerful motives, and attended by awful fanc- 
tions; ‘Then was mankind made fenfible of a 
divine auxiliary guide, who fix’d a certain rule 
of action, and gave full and perfect aflurance 
of a future ftate. How ine fFably itupendous 
was this love! How divinely gracious was this 
condefcenfion !—In this the {cheme of provi- 
dence appears to be wonderiully compleat: for 
had human reafon been left to its own eui- 
dance, and revelation never taken place; man- 
kind, who are apt to be too fond of a darling 
imperfection, and to lay too great a ftrefs upon 
their own deficiencies, had probably long betore 
now funk into downright atheifm, or degene- 
rated into the practice of idolatry. Nor let it 
be obje€ted, that the corruption of mankind is 
much the fame, fince chriffzanity took place, as 
it was before, and what occafion then for a re- 
velation? The corruption of the world is no 


more an argument againit chri/fianity, than the 
breach of a law is an argument againit the le- 
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giflator. Our Saviour Jeft men’s inclinations to 
the fane liberty they enjoyed before his com- 
ing; and if they now fin againft a pofitive, 
celerminate law, they fin ag ainft certain know. 
ledge, and therefore remain without excule.

Conftantinople, Sept. 16 
Hey write from tie Frontiers of Perfis, that 

[ the Affairs of that,/Kingdom continued in the 
uinoft Contufion, fometimes one Party, being up- 

ermott, and fomet.mes another. 

Libon, Sept’ 22.. The Court has received an 
Expre!s wica Advice, that on the 8th Ioftanct our 
lucie Squadron, which is cruifing in the Streighrs 
of Gibraltar, fell in with four Algerine Corfairs, 
and took two of them after an obftinate Engage - 
ment, in which feveral were killed on both Sides. 
Forty eight Brafs Guns, and above a hundred 
Slaves, were taken on board rhefe Veflels. 

Leghorn, O&. 6. The laft Lecters from Naples 
adviie, rnat the King of the Two Sictites had 
granted his Letters Parent for eftsblifhing a Com- 
pany of Commerce at Mcfhin, which ts to have 
the Liberty to carry on ManufaCtories of Silk and 
Camblet. In order to contribute to the Succefs of 
this Undertaking, his Sicilian Majefty bas thought 
proper to exempt the Manufaétures made therefrom 
ail Duties for the Term of ten Years, and at the 
fame time has enjoined that at moft not above half 
the raw Silk which ufed to be exported to foreign 
Countries from Sicily, fhall be exported for the 
future,

If the Materials ufed in any Fabrick 
are fuffered to be exported unwrought, in vain 
will i: be to make Laws to prevent the Hands em- 
ployed init from going Abroad: They muft feek 
Bread where it is to be had; and if the Exporta- 
tion of the Commodity that affords tuem a Live- 
linood, be permitted, or connived at, and no right 
Steps taken to prevent it, (no Marrer which, fince 
the Eiteét is the fame) would it be reafonable to 
reftrain them from following it 2
